Additional Remarks Concerning the Question 
of Establishing the Institute in Munloh 
Rather Than in South Amerioa 


One of the strong points in favor <bf locating in Munloh is 
that it lends an air of teohnioal accuracy and reliability to 
the Institute* e publications. Germany has a very favorable 
academic and solentlfio reputation in the Latin Amerioan 
countries in particular and in the other underdeveloped areas 
of the world as well. The faot that Germany has no colonial 
possessions and has not had for some years is also a distinct 
advantage. If the Institute were located some plaoe in South 
Amerioa it would have to utilize persons with previous af f i£la£i Ons 
either polltioal or aoademio that would not be generally acceptable 
to all elements of the Latin Amerioan groups to whioh we appeal* 
i.e. eduoators* polltioal leaders* editors of newspapers and 
government officials. Coming from Munich our publications* 
therefore* have a third person* unbiased point of view* and since 
we deal primarily with factual information from Soviet materials* 
what we say is more readily believed. To repeat what I said 
the other day* other reasons for locating in Munloh are the 
Inability or reluotanoe of emigres to emigrate and the presence 
in Munloh* or within easy acoess* of primary and reference Soviet 
souroe materials.

What Were Considered the Meet Serious Security Threats. 

A threat of seme concern eteae from A(e) above. USSR methods not only 
threaton t ridicule and shaae the emigration but also urge their 
return te the "homeland". Many emigres left families behind in the 
USSR} which factor ia used as a lsvsr by the USSR. 

Another eoneem to ACL under this heading la not only the Interest 
of ths USSR, but also that of Gorman and U.S. authorities, in our 
emigre group booause of tholr unique background (coming from the USSR). 
Because we cooperate with and look to these latter authorities in 
connection with the Items covered under Paragraph A above, our interest 
in maintaining a free radio theoretically is Jeopardised. In practice, 
however, it eeens that, over the years, American and German authorities 
have some to understand our problem and in weighing the overal benefits 
to ho gained , respect ACL interests. It was noted also that German 
autherltlea are oooperatlve with respeet to safety of our personnel 
since any problems along this line reflect adversely also upon tholr 
own government . 


Effectiveness of ACL Efforts. 

On ths subject I felt unqualified to give a meaningful response. I 
indicated that, without reference to the ooet factor , at least I was 
in a position of seeing positive results in connection with our Radio 
effort, l.e., ia the important battle for the minds of men. I Indicated 
that the effort dlreoted against ACL and its personnel by the USSR 
seemed te be n reasonably good measure indicating cur effectiveness. 

Emergency planning natters and the need for the allocation of funds 
in this connection wore discussed. 
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
